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WAKEFIELD POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Report for Year 1960 


At the beginning of the year 1960 there were thir- 
ty four police officers recorded in the office of the Town 
Clerk. Some of these persons were deceased but there 
was still a goodly number of names that should have 
been cancelled out. This was done by the Selectmen 
and the Town Clerk, and new appointments made. 
These appointments consists of nice special officers 
from various walks of life and the Chief. These men, 
five of them new to the department, were appointed for 
a term of one year, this arrangement being sanctioned 
by the Selectmen, so that a new man elected as Chief 
of Police would be able to appoint men at his discre- 
tion. All of the men have proven to be very able, and 
I am hoping that they will accept another appointment 
in March of this year. 


Seven of these officers attended six weeks of po- 
lice school held in Ctr. Ossipee under the auspices of 
N. H. Civil Defense and under the direction of the N. H. 
State Police, for a total of seventy two hours total. 
The time, in my opinion, was well spent, and much 
knowledge of police procedure, which is of importance 
in these times, was gained. We have, at this time, a 
force of part-time police officers which is comparable 
to any Town, full-time, or otherwise, in Carroll County, 
and of this, we should be proud. 


The following report of activities of the police de- 
partment has been made on a comparative basis with 
the year 1959, which should be of interest to all. 
Some complaints have declined this year but the ma- 
ority have taken a rise, some alarming as you will note, 
especially in the juvenile category. This should be 
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of concern to all. At the beginning we maintained 
regular patrols and because of the juvenile violations 
we were soon taken to task by many of the townspeo- 
ple on the theory that we were pushing the young peo- 
ple. We felt that we might be wrong and relaxed our 
vigilance. The comparison on juveniles should prove 
that we should have kept on our original course. 


The jail had been cleaned and painted and it is planned 
to keep it in a presentable condition as this is one of 
only three jails left in the county. A small amount 
of equipment was purchased to replace and provide new 
to some of the new officers, and they look most present- 
able. Incidentally we received a letter of commenda- 
tion from Judge Merrow of Ossipee on the good appear- 
ance of our officers in his Court, of which we are quite 
proud.

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GAFNEY LIBRARY REPORT FOR 1960 


The year of 1960 has been a critical one for our 
library. Not only did we lose the services of our li- 
brarian, Miss Mary A. Garvin, after almost five years 
of faithful and effective service, during whose tenure 
of office 1400 books have been added to the permanent 
collection and the annual circulation of books has in- 
creased from 2949 to 9150, but we have also an almost 
entirely new Board of Directors.

The following statistical information, like all fi- 
gures, does not tell the full story of our activities. We 
are confident that we are fostering an ever increasing 
interest in the reading of good books, especially among 
our younger readers, and look forward to an ever in- 
creasing readership ats the adult members of our 
community. 


But our Library needs greater community support 
through membership. Thirty-seven members in a 
town of our size is a very small figure. Increased com- 
munity support through annual memberships, costing 
only one dollar apiece, would enable us to purchase 
many more worthwhile and much desired books, which 
our present book buying budget does not permit us to 
do.
